“The wild persimmon grows prac- 
tically without attention on waste | 
lands, and within fifteen or twenty | 
years produces a splendid timber crop. | 
According to weights that | have es- | 
timated and measured, an average tree . 
bears 720 pounds of fruit annually. 
Ten thousand trees, which would not 
cover more than 100 acres, would 
thus furnish 720,000 pounds of val- 
uable feed for cattle, hogs, sheep and 
colts. As the fruit contains five to 
twenty-five per cent of sugar, depend- 
ing on the variety grown, its nutri- 
tive value is high. The pulp and seed | 
are ground before feeding. If the per- 
simmon is harvested before it ripens 
it has a high content of tannin, et 
tannic acid, which is valuable in the 
process of tanning leather. The pos- 
sibility of producing sugar commer- 
cially from the fruit is an alluring 
problem for experiment. If the sugar 
content is twenty per cent, we might 
have, besides our cattle feed, 14,000 
pounds of sugar from 100 acres. It} 
this sugar should prove to be of com- 
mercial utility, a helpful industry | 
might be added to the south, the mag- 
nitude of which may be seen when | 
we compare the sugar content of the | 
persimmon with that of the beet.”

When John was in the grade school 
his report card told the story in fig- 


ures and when he received a mark of 
75 in arithmetic his dad knew exactly 
how his boy stood in this subject. 

But when John got into the high 
school the reports were given in let- 
ters. His first card had two “E's”, 
one “B”’, a few “C's” and a “D”, 

“I cannot make a thing out of this 
report card, John,” said the father. 
“What does the E stand for?’ 

“Excellent,” replied John. 

“What does the-B stand for?” 

“Best in the class, father?’ 

“And the C?”. asked dad. 

“Oh, that stands for clever in that 
subject.” 

“Under that system, I suppose, my 
boy,” said dad, “that if you had A it 
would mean awful and the D you have 
must stand for ‘dumb.’ ” 

Of course in the school’s system of 
marking, “‘A” stood for excellent, “B” 
for good, “C” for a passing mark, 
“D” for doubtful work and “EK” for 
complete failure. 

Marks make me tired. As a teach- 
er who has awarded them, as a pupil 
who has received them, and as a par- 
ent who has fussed and fumed over 
them I confess that they give me a 
pain. 

But marks are a necessary evil. Par- 
ents cry for them, children ery at 
them and teachers cry them out. 

The child who gets 95 is presum- 
ably brighter than the one who re- 
ceives 93. And the mark 79 as com- 
pared with what the neighbor's boy 
got, 51, does not make nearly the ap- 
peal to mother that a 98 cent tag 
does on a dollar shirt. 

Oncé in a while a boy, sometimes 
a girl, is able to fool a parent on 
the meaning of marks, even to get- 
ting away with the idea. “The school 
I go to doesn't issue any report cards,” 
A son of a physician, and phvsicians 
are supposed to know what is going 
on in the community, was able to fool 
his father for two and a half years 
by saying, “It’s funny, dad, but I 
haven't received a report card yet. 
You see they don’t give reports to fel-

HOMEWORK AND TUBERCU- 
LOSIS. 
_ Did you ever stick your head inside 


a public school room in the middle of 
the session, and take a whiff? If you 
did, I hope you made an uneventful 
recovery with a short convalescence. 

Especially in those = antediluvian 
school buildings where the politician 
on the board are still strong for me- 
chanical ventilation, you find the at- 
mosphere in the school room some- 
thing frightful. If you have-any heart 
at all in your intellectual makeup 
you will begin to wonder that the 
pupils are not all dumb all the time. 
Where these costly mechanical ven- 
tilation installations prevail the rule 


hood to let_a breath of blessed fresh 
air into a stifling room where the 
ventilation is mechanical and hence 
perfect. 
Of cour 
lated scho« ooms are not the only 
ones where foul air prevails several 
hours a day. There are plenty of 
school rooms where no provision at 
all has been made for ventilation and 
windows are kept closed because 
drafts are anathema. There are a lot 
of country or consolidated schools 
where the advantages of the un- 
bleached muslin window screen, for 
instance, are unknown and cri is the 
inevitable fate of every child who 
comes to school. The health authori- 
ties are in a hopeless quandary about 
the notorious prevalence, of respira- 
tory infections at school, but they 
can't do anything to improve the situ- 
ation without candidly admitting that 
there is no such illness or indisposi- 
tion as a “common cold’’—a reversal! 
of their own teachings which woufd 
make them look more ridiculous than 
they do now, in coping with the dis- 


| graceful condition. 


It is a disgrace to our boastful 
American sanitation, is it not, that 
the school room is the favorite place 
to acquire diphtheria, measles, scar- 
let fever, whooping cough and all the 
other common respiratory’ infections 
that the old time sanitariums called 
“diseases of childhood ?”. 

It is nothing less than an adven- 
ture for a child to go to school in 
cold weather, unless the child is for- 
tunate enough to attend an open air 
school or something of the kind. 

It is a strain on the child's endur- 
ance to remain for four or five hours 
daily in the atmosphere of the school 
room, according to generally recog- 
nized medical authorities. (Person- 
ally, I don’t believe that this has any- 
thing to do with the child’s immunity 
to these respiratory infections). Cer- 
tainly we all know that it is unnat- 
ural and injurious to compel a young 
child to remain quiet and still fer 
several hours a day, just because tie 
teacher, steeped in the traditions of 
pedagogy, believes noise and move- 
ment objectionable. 

So good an authority as Dr. S. 
Adolpbus Knopf says the curriculum 
in high school is often so extensive 
as to be detrimental to good physical 
and mental development, and reform 
is an urgent necessity. Doctor Knopf 
said this in a scientific paper on 
“Tuberculosis Among Young Wom- 
en.”’ 

The cluttering of the curriculum 
with one thing and another gives the 
teacher her cue to devise an extensive 
schedule of “homework” for the high 
school pupil. In my judgment this 
“*homework” is: a contributing cause 


of tuberculosis in many cases. It pre- | 


vents the young student from getting 
the exercise, play, open air recrea- 
tion or physical ‘work he or she re- 
quires for normal physical develop- 
ment. It prevents the hoy or girl 
from developing normal immunity.

His Contract 
Was ‘Phony’ 


Denies That Marriage Was 
Cause of Break With 
Kearns. 


New York, April 23.—(4)—The 
contract under which Jack Kearns 
seeks to recover more than S&700,000 
from Jack Dempsey was a “phony,” 
the former heavyweight champion of 
the world today told the jury hear- 
ing the charges of his former man- 
ager in United States distriet court. 

Testifying in his own behalf after 
attorneys for Kearns had rested their 
case, Dempsey declared that “Doe” 
approached him one day in August, 
1923, during the training period tor 


his fight with Lnis Firpo, and in 


duced him to trate his name over a 
signature already placed upon the 
document. The contract was never 
lived up to, was never intendec for 
a real contract, and “didn’t mean a 
thing,” Dempsey said. 

Under the agreement, basis of 
Kearn’s breach of contract suit, the 
manager was to receive onethird of 
Dempsey's earnings for a three-year 
period ending in August, 1926. Kearns 
never complied with a provision to 
pay the fighter a lump sum 6 $1.560 
in advance, representing a salary of 
$10 a week, and even after the sign- 
ing, Kearns split their earnings 50-50, 
Dempsey said. 

The only excuse for the contract,

“The Barber of Seville’’

“THE BARBER OF SEVILLE.” 

The opening act of Rossini's “The 
Barber of Seville.” second‘of the 192S 
season of opéras in Atlanta, is in two 
scenes, the first being a street in Se- 
ville. The curtain rises anl discloses 
the noble voung Count Almaviva des- 
perately in love with Rosina, the beau- 
tiful ward of Dr. Bartolo. a mean and 
suspicious physician, as he serenades 
the girl. Not desiring to expose his 
race and position he has assumed the 
name of Lindor and although his sere- 
nades awaken the neighborlood he 
does not win much success’ with 
Rosina as she refuses to pay any at- 
tention to the music. After singing 
the entrancing “Dawn With Her Rosy 
Mantle” he encounters the ubiquitous 
Figaro, the “Barber of Seville,” a gen- 
eral factotum who proceeds to give 
the count a list of his accomplishments 
in his “room for the factotum.” The 
young count enlists the support of 
Figaro who has easy access to all 
houses and asks him to arrange a 
meeting with Rosina, The girl is 
strictly: watched by Dr. Bartolo, her 
guardian, who wants to marry her 
himself. In this plan he is assisted 
by “Basilio,” a music teacher. As soon 
as the count and the barber have 
agreed on their allianee Rosin: ap- 
pears on the baleony with Dr. Bartolo. 
Although the serenade of the supposed 
liindor brings no response from the 
girl she falls in love with the count 
when she sees him and contrives to 
drop him a note. The guardian then 
leaves and gives strict orders that no 
one is to be admitted to the house 
save the music teacher. Through the 
intervention of Figaro the count plans 
to disguise himself as a dragon and 
farces his way into Bartolo’s house. 
The barber has told the girl that the 
name of the count is Lindor, 

Scene in Bartolo'’s House. ; 

In the second scene, a room in Bar- 
tolo’s house, one of the prettiest musi- 
eal numbers in the opera, “A_ Little 
Voice I Hear,” is sung by Rosina. 
At the end of her son: Rosina runs 
out of the room and her guardian afid 
Basilio, the music teacher, who also 
is a matrimonial agent, appear. Bar- 
tolo tells the matrimonial agent that 
he desires to marry Rosina but also 
savs her hand is sought by one Count 
Almaviva, though he does not suspect 
that the count is the serenader of the 
preceding evening. Basilio, who ex- 
pects to profit by the deal, sympa- 
thizes with the plan of Dr. Bartolo 
and advises him to disgrace Count 
Almaviva through slander, As _ the 
two plotters retire Rosina enters ac- 
companied by Figaro who tells the 
girl that her guardian intends to mdr- 
rv her himself. After the girl laughs 
at this statement she asks about the 
young man she had seen from her 
haleony and to whom he dropped her 
note. Admitting that the young man 
is an excellent person, Figaro tells t':e 
girl that he has one weakness and 
that is that he is dving of love. Furth- 
er inquiry educes the information that 
the young man is dying of love for 
Rosina. As Figaro departs he tells 
her of his plan to billet the young 
Lindor on the house as a soldier. Bar- 
tol» then returns and accuses the girl 
of dropping a note. She dehies it and 
much humor is developed in a scene in 
which the physician’ preduces a note 
book with a missing leaf and points 
out that her fingers have ink on them. 
Here Linder enters disguised as a 
drunken .oldier and contrives to get 
a word to Rosina before Rartolo pene- 
trates his disguise and calls the police 
to arrest him. The disguised soldier 
tells the commandant his real .name 
and that officer salutes and takes his 
men away as Bartolo vents his rage 
in a seene full of rich humor. 

In the second act Dr. Bartolo is 
found wondering if the drunken soldier, 
is an emissery of Count Almaviva 
when the count enters, disguised as a

musie master, a plan invented by Fi- 
garo. The count tells .Bartolo that 
Kasilio, the real music master, is ill 
and that he has come to give the 
singing lesson. He convinces Bartolo 
that Count Almayiva is seeking to 
make a dupe of Rosina and offers 
to. convinte the girl of this if given 
an interview. Bartolo, although sus- 
picious, agrees when the count pro- 
duces the note Rosina wrote to Lindor 
and assures him that it was found 
in the effects.of Count Almaviva at 
the inn. At this point Rosina enters 
and the famous singing lesson scene 
ensues during which a special num- 
ber is interpolated, A merry mix-up 
then follovs when the real music 
teacher enters, 
Figaro’s Scheme. 

The barber, Figaro, however, works 
out a scheme to shave Dr.. Bartole 
and coutrives to obtain thé key to 
the balcony so that a plot ean be 
carried out for the elopement of the 
count and Rosina. As the real music 
teacher appears on the scene the re- 
sourceful count tells Bartolo it is nee- 
essary that he be sent away and the 
physician tells the music master he is 
suffering from high fever and in-a 
richly humorous scene succeeds in con- 
vineing the musie master that he is 
suffering acutely. The doctor hears 
the lovers and Figaro laughing and 
realizes that he has been fooled again. 
He then produces the note she wrote 
to Lindor and tells her that Lindor 
and Figaro are conspiring to give her 
up to the count Almaviva. This en- 
rages Rosina and she offers to marry 
Dr. Bartolo immediately and then re- 
veals a scheme under: which she had 
planned to elope with the supposed 
Lindor through the aid of Figaro. She 
advises him to have Figaro and Linudor 
arrested and the doctor leaves to get 
the police. As he departs the count 
and Figaro enter and Kosina_re- 
proaches them and accuses Lindor of 
duplicity. The count then discloses 
his identity and the lovers svon are in 
each other's arms with Figaro giving 
them his blessing. Now enters Basilio, 
is a notary and who has 
come to marry Bartvlo and Rosina.’ 
At the point of a pistol he is forced 
to perform this ceremony for the count 
and Rosina. Just as they are. mar- 
ried. Bartolo returns with the. police. 
The officers again are told of the 
identity of the count and that he has 
married Rosina. The officers then de- 
cline to interfere and Bartolo gives his 
unwilling consent as the irrepressible 
Figaro bestows his good wishes on 
the bride and groom.
